The matter was referred to the sidew a ’k 
committee to confer with Mr. Ayres, and 
the council a djourned until Friday oven 
ing, May 18th, when the matter will be 
again taken up. 
In the mea ntime wt 
hope it will be thoroughly investig a ted 
and intellig ently discussed in all its bear 
ings by those who have been placed in 
important public positions to guard well 
the people's interests 
While we are 
thoroug hly in favor of every improvi 
ment that will a dvance the city s real 
pros{» erity, we recognize the fact that no 
corporation of private Interests Is a< tun 
ed by purely philanthropic motives, arid 
no electric railroad will be built in Dixon 
solely for Dixon s benefit. 
We of course 
wa nt the railway, arid expect to concede 
some important privileges in order to g< t 
it; but we do not want to pay too (b ar for 
our whistle 
The use of our bridge, as 
proposed, will incur some expense and 
will unavoidably result in detriment to i 
our trade from outlying sections north of 
us. 
It will dea rly increase the liability 
to serious accident.
